The Minister Died From the 


Wounds and Wife May 


Not Recover, 


A dispatch from Racine, Wisconsin, 


says:—"D B Cheney, for a number of 


yeai-s president 
of the 
Wisconsin 


branch of the American Protective 


Association, was shot down today at 


his home in Rneine by an unknown 


assassin; Mrs Cheney was also shot. 


The minister is fatally wounded, be- 


ing shot through the breast and groin. 


Mr? Cheney was shot in the throat, the 


bullet lodging in the larynx.

"The condition of Mrs €3ieney this 


evening is critical, and the doctors 
have little hope for her recovery. As 
to the Eev Dr Cheney, the doctors 
state that it will be impossible for a 
day or two to determine whether the 
ball entered the fitals. He is in ex- 
cellent spirits and has talked freely 
with f rieuds, and reads, all the papers 
have to say about the tragedy. The 
doctors, however, are unable to locate 
the ball and are not overassuring as to 
the case." 


The crime was one of the most des- 


perate ever committed iu this State. 


Both victims were shot twice, It being 
the evident object of the man to kill 
rather than to rob. 
Shortly before 


ten o'clock Mrs Cheney heard a sonud 
in the sucond story of the house. Go 
ing to ihe hallway she met a mail 
coming down the stairs. 
The man 


suddenly drew a revolver aad ordered 
her to throw up her hands. Mrs. 
Cheney screamed and the man fired, 
the bullet taking effect in Mrs. Chen- 


B°pk. As she fell the man de- 


liberately flrsd 
P second time, the 


bullet grazing the head PE his victim. 


Dr Cheney was in the library at the 


time, and, hearing- the shots, '.he rush 
Oil into the hall. 
Just what occurred 


is not known, as Mrs Cheney is un 
conscious and the 
minister cannot 


speak. He was found suffering from 
a wound in the groin and another 
through his breast, just below the 
heart. Tbe wound in the breast had 
been fired at close range, as the vic- 
tim's coat' is badly powder burned. 
Apparently the assassin placed the 
muzzle of the revolver 'against the 
minister's breast and fired after he 
had wounded him in the groin. 


The murdered man and wife fire 


well known in this city, the former be- 
ing a son of Rev D D Cheney, deceas- 
ed, for several years pastor of the 
Baptist Church.
